The committee has favorably reported 
the bill. 


The minority report Is signed by all 


of the Democrats of the committee. It 
declares that the hill means ultimately 
the subsidy scheme, and that, there- 
fore, the opponents of subsidy should 
meet It at the threshold. The minority 
criticise the plan of having a<comml!<- 
slon of members of t.io Senate and 
House Investigate the subject as a 
violation of tho theory and practice of 
the complete separation of the two 
houses, and further declare that them 
Is nothing new to be learned on the 
question. They declare that such com- 
missions Ahave always been 
failures, 


and that'the $20,000 vb'lch the meas- 
ure appropriates would ^bc a waste of 
the people's money.

Has Been Investigated.

The report then goes on to give a 


brief history of subsidies In other 
countries, all of which are declared 
to have been -failures. 
The plan of 


discriminating duties is then elabor- 
ated, and the minority declare that 
this Is the proper method of upbuild- 
ing the American merchant marine. 
In support of this plan they quote 
the Republican national platform of 
389C and McKlnley's letter of accept- 
ance. Where discriminating duties 
would conflict with existing treaties 
they favor the abrogation of these 
treaties, which they declare can bo 
done with six months' or one. year's 
notice.

the household poods and broke up the 
homo. On her return sho had him ar- 
rested on the charge of abandonment, 
lie made temporary provision - for 
his wife and child and was released 
on. ball. Ho then began n suit for ill- 
vorce alleging cruel 
and 
Inhuman 


treatment o mho part of his wife. As 
an illustration of the wife's cruelty 
tho plaintiff alleges that lie was com- 
pelled to cook the meals and Wash the 
illhTics. 
Ho alleged that ho was not 


physically strong wiillc his wife was 


able to earn hor own living. 
In •de- 


fense Mrs. Kallln alleged cruelty and 
also asked for a divorce and tho cus- 
tody of the child. Dozens of witnes- 
ses were examined dally, tho mem- 
bers of the two families taking sides 
and llntly contradicting each other to 
such an extent that the court nilc.l 
out further, testimony on thoso par- 
ticular points. The testimony brought 
out tho point that on ono occasion, 
while visiting a neighbor, n man nam 
ed Thomas Gibbons, whom the defen- 
dant did not know at the time, made 
the statement to her that ho great- 
ly admired her ami then and there 
without pornilsBton kissed her before 
she was aware of his Intentions, and 
that at that particular moment Mr.

Schafer, who was- taking her meal» 
at the home of Mrs. Addlo Smith, on, 
Lincoln street,-left there after supper 
to go to the homo of one of her pu- 
pils, five blocks away, tt was a very 
stormy evening, and the clouds and 
rain made It difficult to 'see mor«- 
tlmn a few feet ahead. Half a block 
from Mrs. Smith's house Miss Schafor 
met a well-known attorney, who spoke 
to her. At first she did not hear him, 
and he spoke again. -She answered, 
saying sho had been humming to her- 
self when he first spoke, and that she 
had not beard him address her.

Questions to Be Solved. •

schoolteacher had been attacked by 
a man who, cither lurking at tho en- 
trance of the alloy or overtaking her 
there, bad dealt hor a stunning blow ' 
on -the head with a jagged piece of 
brick, fracturing her skull. Whether 
the crime was committed on the side- 
walk, a little way up the alley or at 
the door of the shed cannot be'deter- 
mined.

the shed, and laid It under a carriage. 


The murderer;.had-evidently dlsar-- 


ranged' the clothing, of'his victim.

Tha 
girl's waist had been dragged'open, .

Surveyers Find the Corpses of Many Men 


Who. Perished for Want.of Water-

1.—Thirty- 


bodies of men who perished on the' 
Nevada desert from thirst and h linger j 
have been found by a party of stir 
voyors who are'in advance of tho new- 
San Pedro, Los Angeles' and Salt Lake 
Railroad. 


Tho victims of the desert mot death 


within the last few weeks, according 
to all evidence obtainable and the con- 
dition of the bodies when discovered. 
Tho men perished In. attempting to 
cross the waste area tho,t stretches n 
distance of .eighty, miles from -Los 
Vegas.to tho California line. 


Tho thirty bodies were nil found 


within n radius of a qtmrter of a mile 
around "Dead Man's Well." the only 
water In the entire desert.and that a 
delusion which lures men to Insanity 
and death. 


Victims Are Crazed. 


Several bodies were nudo, showing 


that the crazed men had cast off their 
clothing beforo dropping down to die 
on sage brush plains. Ono hundred 
feet from this well the surveying party 
came across six. bodies lying a few 
yards apart. They had been frightful- 
ly torn and half eaten liy desert beasts 
and birds of prey. 


Ono body was partially buried in a 


shallow grave, evidently having been 
found by another wanderer who burled 
the unfortunate as best'ho could, then 
himself full a victim to tho terrible 
desert. 


Tills "Dead Man's Well" Is about 


halfway across tho barren territory 
that divided tho little settlements of 
southern Nevada from tho hills of 
California. 
It was sunk many years 


ago to provide water for the people 
who attempted to cross tho desert on 
foot In spite 
of 
warnings. Water, 


which was strucic at a depth of 125 
feet, proved to bo brackish with salt 
and unfit for use. 


Perish \n Sight of Water.' " 


To drink'tho water.means madness. 


Hundreds proliably have drunk • It, 
only to-become raving-mad-and aim- 
lessly wander about, until heat added 
to other suffering brought death, as a 
relief.

Germany. Switzerland nnd Austria. 
He began hlsllrst systematic forest 
•work In Baltimore,

Carolina, 


in Jaunary. 1S92. on the' famous es- 
tate of George W. Vanderlmilt.

also served as a member of the Na- 
tional Forest 
Commission,

Mr. Plnchot replied by saying that

lations. 


There were many Influential men

Th 
outside tiers tnT ninny lihods won 
pliable enough to remove, though 
good deal of It wns rather husky 
but altogether only a small frnctloi 
of tho crop In general came down 
Tobacco that lias hung long In th 
sheds during freezing weather Is sr 
thoroughly dried out that it require 
an unusually long season of casing 
weather to brliiR It Into condition fo 
stripping., For this reason .the *in 
tor thaws. seldom 
continue

able condition.

The Statesman's 
Yearbook 
puts 


the total trade passing through the 
"treaty ports" of Korea nt ten mil- 
lion yen of imports and about nine 
million yen of exports in 1897. and 
In 1901. fifteen million yen of. Im- 
ports, but only nine million yen of 
exports, thus Indicating the growth 
especially In imports, which in 1901 
•were over 00 per cent. In excess of 


' those of 189T. These figures, how- 


ever, relate to the treaty ports only. 
The value of yen Is about GO cents, 
or practically Identical In value with 
the Japanese yen. 


The Imports arc chiefly cotton and 


woolen goods, metals, kerosene, silk. 
nnd machinery for tho use of the 
railways nnd those engaged In their 
ponstructlon. Tho chief exports arc 


rice, beans, hide, ginseng, and cop- 
per. 
The currency chiefly consists 


of copper cnnh nnd nickel coins, gol.l 
and silver'coins being out of clrcula 
tlon.

est single article In the value of 1m. 
portatlons Into Korea, amounting to 
between six and seven million yen 
annually. 
Silk 
goods amount 
to 


about one and .a half million yen per 
annum. The chief articles of export 
are rice. 4% million yen In value; 
beans, 2 mlllon yen; hides, 600,000 
yen; and ginseng, 527,000 yen. 


The minerals of Korea aro of con- 


siderable value. 
Copper, iron, and 


coal are reported as abundant, and 
gold and silver mines aro being suc- 
cessfully operated, an American com- 
pany having charge of and operating 
a gold mlno nt the treaty port of 
Wummn under a concession granted 
In' 1895. Concessions have also been 
granted to Russian. German, Japan- 
ese, niK. French subjects. 
' Railways, telegraphs, 
toleptyonea, 


and a postal system have been re- 
cently Introduced into Korea. 
A 


railway from tho seaport of.Chemul- 
po to Seoul, tho capital, a distance 
of 26 miles, was built 'by American 
contractors, and lias 
reduced 
the 


time-between the seaport and capital 
from eight hours to one- and three- 
quarter hours. • The Seoul Electric 
Company, organized chiefly by Amer- 
icans and with American capital, has 
built and operated an electrical rail- 
way near Seoul,'which. Is much used 
by the natives. 
This 
-electrical 


plant Is said to bo the largest single 
electrical .plant in Asia. The mach- 
inery Is -Imported from the- United 
States, and the'consulting engineer, 
a Japanese,. Is a graduate 
of 
the 


Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy.

Transportation in tho Interior is 


chiefly carried on by porters, pack 
horses, and oxen, though small river 
steamers owned by Japanese run on 
such of the streams as arc of suffici- 
ent size to.justify the use of steam-, 
ere. 


The aera of Korea is estimated at 


82,000 square miles, or about equal 
to that of-the State of Kansas. The 
population is variously estimated at 
'rom 
eight to sixteen millions. The 


foreign population consists • of about 
30,000 Japanese, 5,000 Cnlnese, 300 
Americans, 100 British, 100 • French, 
100 Russians, GO Germans, and about 
50 of various other nationalities. The 
postal system Is under French direc- 
tion and 'has. In addition to the cen- 
tral "bureau at Seoul, 37 postal sta- 
tions In full operation and 328 sub- 
stations for 
registered 
correspond- 


ence.

St.' Paul's day that St. Paul's cathe- 
dral in Fond du Lac was burned to 
the ground, the old walls alone stand 
ing, but tlic catiicdral underwent a 
conversion. . Blinded by Ute dcvasta 
ting fire, a more sightly pile rose li 
its place. .' Tho new cathedral .was 
tw.co as large as the old. To tile oli 
walls wore added transepts and 
deep chancel. The walls were cover 
ed with paintings done In Germany 
and Italy. Life size utatucs of 
the 


saints carved In'Switzerland occuplci 
tneir several niches and 
expensive 


stained glass windows added to its 
beauty. 


"It was so with St. Paul himself 


Blinded by the overpowering light he 
fell to the ground onl>; that out of tut 
wreck of the' old man who "thought 
that he was doing God sen-Ice" there 
mlgnt arise a new man abic to cxer 
else zeal according to knowledge.
